and it appeared probable that her 
bottom had been punctured. It was 
feared that she could not be saved.

from

laden with the poison 
of 
disease. 


Since the d'scovery of the fact that 
the malarial germ is introduced in- 
to the blood by a mosquito, 
this 


tneory has be°n exploded. Yet the 
fact remains that where Blue Gums 
uere freely planted, there was al- 
•vvajs a notable decline in the amount 
of "malaria. What is the explanation 
of this circumstance? It has been 
demonstrated that, of nearly 
ail 


trees, the Eucalyptus absorbs 
the 


greatest amount of water. And this 
is just what brings about the down- 
fall of the malarial mosquito. 
To 


complete its life cycle it is necessar.. 
tiiat this insect should pass its larval 
stage in pools of v%ater. 
With the 


Doming of the Eucalypti these pools, 
and indeed all marshy places, dis- 
ippear: the breeding spots of 
the 


iiosfjuitos are gone and in time the 
insects vanish altogether. 
The dis- 


trict is then free from malarial trou- 
ble because the carriers of the dis- 
ease are gone.

on tue other side of the empire.

is believed Emperor William 
visits 


the front more frequently than any 
other ruler. 


Recently 
correspondeus 
visiting 


the southern section of the Soniine 
front dil not learn until well p<*st 
midnight that the emperor at nine 
o'clock on the morning of the day 
just breaking would review as many 
of the troops as could be assembled 
at a point a few miles back from 
the fighting but still within sound 
of the guns- 


The correspondents vers on hand 


before the appointed time—and had 
a chance to see some manpeuvcring 
that would have done credit to first 
line troops in peacetime. 
On the dot 


of nine the companies drew up in 
parade formation on a broad level 
ground that was formerly a backyard 
of au ancient chateau. They formed 
three sides of a square, at.^uie end 
of which was a military jfcil|Q, and 
in the center the officers, ^p- 


Soon after the appointed time the 


Kaiser arrived in a lean gray auto- 
mobile. He sprang from the car with 
the ^igor of a young man. lie wore 
the helmet of a general of infantry, 
but the tall boots, coming in front 
hisrh above the knee, of a cuirrasier. 
He cast from his shoulders the long 
gray cape with a fur collar in which 
hp is shown in his favorite pictures, 
and with a stride of long steps lift- 
ing each foot from the ground, His 
iMa.iestj walked toward that end of 
the formation where the band stood. 
His standard bearers, who 
always 


walk behind with his flag, had their 
work out out for them as he strode 
ahead. At first he paused just a mo- 
ment, greeted the general in com- 
mand, bowed and saluted to other 
officers, and then turned down the 
line. He walked as one attempting 
to go through a de\\y pasture and 
still keep one's feet reasonably dry. 
with great high steps. 


After making the rounds of three 


sides of the 
square 
the 
emneroi- 


turned and strode to the center to 
chat with the various high officrs 
gathered there and then began to pin 
orders and medals on the breasts of 
the chosen few. 


After the decorating the Kaiser 


walked to the roadway that leads bv 
the chateau, then faced about and 
prepared to review the troops. Most 
of them were new troops, probably 
few had ever marched by their em- 
peror before, and it was possible to 
detect some nervousness. 
But they 


paraded in the goose-step as bravely 
and as stiffly as ever did a like set 
of men on the Tempelhofer Feld. 


The commander made the custo- 


mary address in which he pledged 
loyalty to His Majesty and a 
firm 


determination to fight on. His voice 
rose and fell with emotion, and what 
he said obviously affected the em- 
neror. The Kaiser answered, 
in a 


voice that from a distance was hard 
to understand though it was silver- 
clear and more highly pitched than 
that of his general. 
The soldiers, 


however, could hear it. and 
their 


faces 
glowed 
as 
their 
emperor 


thanked them. 
The parade ended as abruptly as it 


beean. Te emperor, hastily donning 
his" fur-cpllared cape, sprang 
back 


into his gray limousine and was off.
